OP.A. UPHELD BY COURT 

• Refusal by the U. S. Supreme 
Court to review the case of O.P.A. 
against Mars, Inc., is a significant 
victory in O. P. A.'s fight to pre- 
vent inflationary price rises 
through hidden price increases, 
Thomas I. Emerson, O.P.A. dep- 
uty administrator for enforce- 
ment, said recently. A previous 
decision by the Eighth Circuit 
Court of Appeals directed that an 
injunction be issued against Mars 
Inc., to prevent it from reducing 
the weight of its candy bars from 
the weights used in March, 1942. 
Mr. Emerson said the court's re- 
fusal to review the case upheld 
the OPA contention that a quan- 
tity or weight reduction in an ar- 
ticle which has a fixed price for 
a given weight or quantity with- 
out a corresponding price reduc- 
tion is in reality an inflationary 
price increase and "one of the 
most vicious forms— inasmuch as 
it is not readily detected by the 
ultimate buyer-"

WHAT OF WOMEN WAR- 
WOBKEBS 

Much is being said and done 
today about post war jobs for our 
men who have given up good 
Jobs at home for the fighting 
front. But what of the women 
workers? America's social and 
economic destiny may hinge on 
what disposition is made at the 
war's end of 20,000,000 women 
workers. 

Aware of the important part 
they will have played in winning 
the war possessed of tremendous 
political influence will they docil- 
jy submit to the dictum that "a 
woman's place is in the home," 
ftr will they insist that their new 
found skill be utilized by post- 
war industry? 

I The proiolem, which will be one 
of the most serious post-war 
problems will require a great deal 
Of clear thinking in order to solve 
the problem with which this coun- 
try will be confronted. No one, 
to far, has suggested a post-war 
program for these workers nor 
has any plan been proposed for 
mustering out the six to eight 
million women in actual war -in- 
dustries — the women soldiers on 
the home front. 

American women cannot be 
ptished aside as a minority group, 
forced to scamper out of indus- 
try or doomed to get any jobs left 
eter or lying around loose. More 
(tan twenty-five million Ameri- 
can women have the right to 
Ite. They can be expected to 
HPiess that fact on legislators.

Truly 
he was the nation's civic con- 
science during his generation. 

And he was our great adminis- 
trator in the White House; great 
because he picked big men for 
his cabinet and other important 
posts, gave them authority, res- 
ponsibility and credit. "Yes" men 
had no place in his administra- 
tion. 

The public believed Theodore 
Roosevelt to have been bull-head- 
ed and opinionated. And yet 
men who worked closest with him 
and knew him intimately insist I 
that, if one had the facts, he was] 
the easiest man to convince they 
ever knew. This the great pub- 
lic did not know. But it did 
know of his wholesome family 
life, of his instinctive courtesy — 
the surest of all marks of true 
greatness— and his Jove-like 
wrath over injustice or dishones- 
ty in public life. 

While makinf the most of his 
own talents he inspired millions 
of his fellow-citizens to make 
the most of theirs. In doing that 
he gave his beloved nation a new 
meaning and a tremendous Im- 
pulse, the eddies *p> which will 
carry to the far reaches of time.

What Is 
our past but a struggle for free- 
dom for all oppressed and dis- 
heartened people — religious free- 
dom, political freedom, economic 
freedom?

Virginia Beach is on the route 
of the proposed post-war air 
mail pick-up. Formal applica- 
tion for six important routes was 

filed with the Civil Aeronautics

"This is the January poster 
and supplementary material In 
the WE WORK FOR VICTORY 
TOO series being issued to schools 
here each month during the 
1943-44 school year as the Club's 
contribution to child safety. 

'"National statistics show that 
the majority of pedstrians killed 
meeet death after dark. Four out 
Of five killed in traffic lose their 
lives between 5:00 P. M. and 1:00 
A. M. The death rate rises sharp- 
ly after 4:00 o'clock and reaches 
its peak from 6:00 to 7:00. Dur- 
ing this hazardous hous, children 
are often permitted to be away 
from home unaccompanied." 

Mr. bey added that during the 
winter months when hours of 
daylight are fewest, night fatali- 
ties make up two-thirds of the 
average daily total. 

Most pedestrians and particu- 
larly those who have not driven 
do not realise how difficult it is 
for the approaching drivers to 
see them during the hours of 
dusk and night. , The headlights 
of the car seem bright to the pe- 
destrian while at quite a distnace. 
As the car draws nearer, the 
lights become so bright that at 
a distance of nearly a hundred 
yards there is often enough light 
to read by. The pedestrian mis- 
takenly thinks that the driver 
can see him. On the contrary, 
the pedestrian is almost invisible 
to the driver until he is very near 
the pedestrian.

Gov. Darden Presents 
Budget to Genera} Assembly

Governor Colgate W. Darden, Jr., 
in a- Uurty-minute message to the 
General Assembly on Wednesday, 
imsary 12, made forty-odd recom- 
radatkms for consideration. Chief 
among these was calling for the 
soldier vote and an end to the 
"widespread corruption in Virginia 
elections" from misuse, of the ab- 
■tee voter laws; a sales tax, sub- 
ject to a refer e nd um vote of the peo- 
ple of Virginia, not to be imposed 
until after wartime restrictions are 
lifted, and deemed necessary if the 
activities of the Commonwealth are 
to be carried on in the manner 
"which good management dictates"; 
widespread improvement and 
changes in the fields of public wel- 
fare, health, education, and labor 
and an extensive capital outhy pro- 
gram for institutions I of higher 
learning, hospitals for mental de- 
fectives, penal institutions, tuber- 
cular sanatoria, State Industrial 
schools, schools for deaf and blind, 
Virginia Commission for the Blind, 
vocational education, etc. 

Estimating total revenues for 
the 1944-46 biennium at $239,290,- 
558 including surplus and current 
receipts, Governor Darden trans- 
mitted his biennial Budget message 
to the General Assembly, recom- 
mending appropriations of $235,- 
074,011 including $216,551,869 for 
recurring expenses and $18,523,042 
for capital outlay. 

This is an increase over the pres- 
ent biennium, in which were includ- 
ed appropriations made at the 
special session of the General As- 
sembly, of $2,575,738. Eliminating 
the appropriation of the special ses 
ion, amounting to more thin 
$10,000,000 the increase is nearly 
$13,000,000 over the 1942-44 budget. 
For appropriations from the Gen- 
eral Fund alone the Budget recom- 
mendations amount to $90,335,800 
which is an increase over the '42-'44 
General Fund appropriations of 
$5,781,965. 

The recommended Budget appro- 
priation for the State Highway De- 
partment is $40,827,550 which is 
a decrease of $19,141,930 reflecting 
a drop of about thirty per cent in 
various special road taxes. 

For Public Health, a Genera 1 
Fund appropriation is recommended 
of $3,484,765 which is an increase 
of $338,327. 

Provisions for material improve- 
ment in the standard of care for 
the State's mental defectives are

TINE FOR A FRESH START 

The turn of the year is a good 
time to make a fresh start, when 
things go wrong. 

As individuals, we are making 
resolutions to turn over a new leaf, 
and get on the right track in our 
personal lives.. 

As a nation, we should resolve to 
make a fresh start on some of the 
problems of the Home Front that 
have been badly messed up during 
the past year. And no problem calls 
so urgently for a new beginning as 
the handling of the nation's food. 

Our Government agencies got 
badly mixed up on this food ques- 
tion, and consumers have been the 
victims. The Department of Agri- 
culture has been urging farmers to 
grow more crops and livestock, to 
feed our armies in the field, our 
Allies and the civilian population 
at home upon which the war effort 
necessarily depends in the long run. 
But the Department and other agen- 
cies have done many things which 
prevent farmers from fulfilling the 
high production objectives set be- 
fore them. 

The OPA has set ceiling on food 
prices which in a number of in- 
stances have failed to give the farm- 
er enough to cover his costs. A 
striking example of this is the 
ceiling on beef prices, which at 
present prices for corn spell loss 
for many a farmer in the Middle 
West who buys ranch cattle and 
fattens them on his farm. This has 
meant less beef and poorer quality 
beef for the armed forces and 
civilians. 

The War Production Board, the 
War Manpower Commission and 
latterly the War Food Administra- 
tion have all been concerned with 
the food problem. Often, their rul- 
ings are ill-conceived and conflict- 
ing. 

JThe biggest mistake of all, how- 
ever, was the rollback and subsidy 
plan evolved by the Office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization. This plan was 
devised as a sop to labor leaders, 
who could then claim they got the 
Administration to cut the price of 
meat. Ceilings for meat prices were 
lowered and subsidies were paid 
processors to keep livestock prices 
unchanged. At the same time, ceil- 
ings have been imposed on live cat- 
tle prices, after the Department of 
Agriculture said they were inv 
practical, to make the meat ceilings 
conform to the law, and plans are 
being drawn up to allocate livestock 
aoming to market. 

Never before has such detailed 
regimentation been attempted of so 
complex an industry. The trouble 
with the entire system, as every 
farmer knows, is that it will not 
work. 

Some regimentation may be in- 
evitable in wartime, but this is regi- 
mentation gone berserk. It can only 
be explained as the efforts of urban 
college professors to regulate agri- 
culture in the same way as they 
would the output of a factory. When 
nature does not do their bidding, a 
sheaf of new regulations is issued 
to pot nature in its place. 

Let as have done with all this 
mess m the New Year. Let us call 
m competent men who know agri- 
— rtini, aad let them evolve a sim- 
ple and effective plan to balance 
food demand with supply. The Live- 
stock aad Meat Ceaaril has shown 
mm wap to do mm wtfa Its Meat 
■Tmmiiisisl Plan, which has yet 
to he pat into offset. That is the

WHERE DO WE CO PROM 
HEBE? 

When the Government took over 
the railroads in the first World 
War it marked the beginning of a 
period that was disastrous to pri- 
vate enterprise. It is to hoped that 
we are not to go down the line as 
we did in 1918 and pot various 
other great industries under the 
thumb of Uncle Sam. 

"Where do we stand now, and 
where do we go from here," asks 
Mark Sullivan, ace co mmenta tor, 
in discussing the Little Steel For- 
mula and its relation to the vote of 
railroad unions to strike, and the be- 
ginning of strikes in the steel mills. 
Mr. Sullivan believes that the Ad- 
ministration must either defend the 
Little Steel formula firmly, or ad- 
mit that the formula is gone — and 
with it the hope of holding the pres- 
ent line against inflation. 

More than one editorial observer 
pictures the President as being 
deeply embroiled in labor politics 
and traces his difficulties in handl- 
ing war time labor problems as doe 
to the fact that he has used the 
processes of "amiable personal re- 
lations with labor leaders" all too 
long. 

The Washington Post believes 
that "to date the Administration 
has coasted along on the mistaken 
assumption that the unions' no- 
strike pledge would be effective." 
The Post agrees that hundreds of 
unions have faithfully adhered to 
the no-strike pledge; but says the 
pledge has been broken so often 
that "the no-strike pledge is in 
tatters." 

A few powerful labor leaders 
have been responsible for hundreds 
of strikes. The workers don't initi- 
ate these strikes — they follow 
their leaders. Congressmen have 
stated that anyone can go into any 
great plant and find the workers 
are all enthusiastic over the way 
they are helping to win the war. 

There has been a lot said about 
when the war will end, and high 
officials didn't take many chances 
pushing the date over into 1944 — 
at a time when there was only a 
week left in 1943. 

It seems to be a foregone con- 
clusion that American troops will 
lead the procession in the attack on 
the Western front. While that 
looks like a pretty big assignment 
resulting from the Teheran Con- 
ference it may not be as one-sided 
as it looks. Russia is certainly not 
laying off on its job, and the Brit- 
ish are sure to cover whatever terrU 
tory is assigned to them. 

So let's go and get it over, over 
there, as early as possible in 1944. 

In the meantime there are signs 
that the Home Front is falling 
down. Maybe Uncle Sam can catch 
up with himself if he gets busy on 
some of those jobs of reconversion, 
and keeps increasing his actiivties 
in that direction.

1944 SESSION OPENS, SYMBOL OF DEMOCRACY 
POM WHICH U. B. FIGHTS 
By Frances Leigh Williams 

The doors of Virginia's historic State Capitol swung open Wednes- 
day far another session of the General Assembly of Virginia, the oldest 
continuous English-speaking legislative body in the world. For Virginia's 
legislature stems back to that stirring first House of Burgesses which 
at Jamestown in 1619 set the pattern for the New World. True the 
Virginia settlers copied their mother parliament in England, but they 
were able to continue their sessions in the stormy years while England's 
Parliament was suspended under Cromwell. 

The seat of government was moved from Jamestown to Williamsburg 
whan the spread of the colony made that location more central as well 
as safer from river-attack. Many present-day Virginians have visited 
the restored Williamsburg Capitol and conjured up pictures of the great 
days when the fathers of the country sat there as members of the 
Virginia House of Burgesses. 

Thomas Jefferson, with his usual pre-vision, as early as October of 
1776, only four months after the colonists had declared their independ- 
ence, proposed the removal of the capital from Williamsburg to Rich- 
mond. To a simple frame temporary capitol at what is now 14th and 
Cary Streets came these delegates. They even came from the western 
sweeps of Virginia which soon became Kentucky. The Legislature 
quickly passed an act to create the present "Capitol Square." 

Those early legislators saw the necessity of a suitably Handsome 
building and so Thomas Jefferson, while serving as U. S. Minister to 
France, was asked to design the new capitol. 

When in October, 1788 the General Assembly met there for the first 
time many delegates must have shaken their heads over the uncompleted 
building of rough brick, uncoated with stucco. As they looked out from 
the portico fhey could see deep gulleys that slashed the hill and a muddy 
road which ran between the Capitol and the plain wooden dwelling of 
the Governor. 

The eyes of all in the young Republic were focussed on the Virginia 
Capitol when in 1807 U. S. Vice-President Aaron Burr was tried for 
treason with Richmond's own John Marshall, Chief Justice of the United 
States, presiding. 

Perhaps the most moving event that ever took place in the old Hall 
of Delegates was on April 23, 1861, when Robert E. Lee, who had just 
refused the command of the army of the United States, accepted the 
command of the troops of Virginia saying: "... I would have much 
preferred had the choice fallen upon an abler man. Trusting in Almighty 
God, an approving conscience, and the aid of my fellow-citizens, I devote 
myself to the service of my native State, in whose behalf alone will I ever 
again draw my sword." 

That same hall in the Virginia Capitol served the Confederate 
Congress from 1861-65 while the State Legislature moved upstairs into 
smaller quarters. 

The legislators of the 20th century meet in modern chambers in 
the wings added in 1905. 

Today when America's sons are giving their lives daily to preserve 
the democratic way of life, this session of Virginia's free representatives, 
freely elected, takes on fresh significance. 

The farmers, lawyers and businessmen who have set aside their 
personal affairs to serve in the 1944 Legislature are direct patriotic' 
descendants of men like Jefferson and Patrick Henry who gladly gave 
their time and energy to build a nation rather than personal fortune.

Each day as these Virginia lawmakers go to the Senate or the 
House, they must pass that marvelously lifelike Houdon statue of 
Washington which stands in the rotunda, surrounded by busts of the 
eight native sons of Virginia who became President of the United States. 
Some legislator?, with a touch of imagination, may feel that the "Fath-v 
of Our Country" is trying again to utter his great challenge, "Let us 
raise a standard Jto which the wise and honest can repair: The event is in 
the hand of God." For that is the type of leadership which the nation 
expects from Virginia. Even as this old legislative body trained and 
inspired Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and Tyler to the 
political greatness that led them to the Presidency, so> will the 194' 
Legislature be developing men of principle who can become national 
statesmen. Young lawyers will be sharpening their knowledge and 
deepening their passion for justice as they serve in the same way Johr< 
Marshall did long before he became America's greatest Chief Justice. 

There are gre» f 
problems to solve. Like their early predecessor, George Mason, man"

Special Service 

As an aid to service men 
women who are recovering from 
illness or wounds received while 
on active duty, OPA is now Issu- 
ing special gasoline rations for 
use in traveling to and from their 
homes or other places of conva- 
lescence. 

This action was taken at the 
request of the war and navy de- 
partments which said that the 
use of an automobile may, in some 
cases, aid greatly in a sendee 
man's r ecovery to health. 

The special ration will be issued 
on presentation of leave papers 
to a local board, together with a 
lettter from the attending medi- 
cal officer certifying that trans- 
portation by automobile, rather 
than by any other means, will 
materially assist in the recovery 
of the person's health. 



Ration-Free Shoes 

OPA has announced that dur- 
ing the two week period — Janu- 
ary 17-29— shoe dealers will be 
allowed to sell ration-free 15 
per cent of their stocks of wo- 
men shoes, provided they are sold 
at $3 or less a pair. 

The action was taken to help 
dealers dispose of limited quanti- 
ties of wearable shoes, mostly 
novelty types, which have not 
sold well under rationing. It 
does not mean, OPA explained, 
that the shoe situation is im- 
proving. 

If more than the $3 top price 
is charged for shoes, ration 
stamps must be collected, OPA 
has said. 

Marmalaids Point-Free • 

All citrus marmalades are point 
free, the OPA has reminded con- 
sumers and retainers. 

The reminder was issued be- 
cause widely scattered reports in- 
dicate many retailers are charg- 
ing points for citrus marmalades 
as well as for non-citrus marma- 
lades. Under OPA regulations, 
citrus fruit, such as oranges, lem- 
ons or grapefruit, or from any 
combination of citrus fruits. 

Supplies of citrus marmalades 
are at a high level and sales of 
these products are being encour- 
aged by making them point free.

contemplated by an appropriation 
to the State's Mental Hospitals of 
$6,027,040 for recurring expenses 
which is an increase of $800,675 
over the proceeding biennlum. 

Provision is made in the budget 
from special funds for permanent 
Convict Road Camps — the ap- 
propriation being $220,000. 

An important item in capital out- 
lay for Penal Institutions is a rec- 
ommendation of $397,750 for region- 
al prison farms. 

In the Budget recommendation 
for the Department of State Police 
provision is made for an increase 
in the force for the first year of the 
biennium from 248 men to 298 and 
for the second year of the biennium 
an increase to 348 men. The appro- 
priation also provides for 50 Motor 
Vehicle License Examiners. The 
total appropriation ' is $3,485,265 — 
an increase over the eurren 
biennium of $885,035. 

In view of the high cost of living 
the bonus provided for State em- 
ployees at the 1942 session of the 
General Assembly of 10 per cent 
of the first $1,000 and 5 per cent of 
the next $1,000 or fraction thereof 
for employees whose compensation 
is less than $2,500 is recommended 
changed. The new proposal is a 
bonus of 15 per cent of the first 
$2,000 or any fraction thereof and 
this to include State employees gen- 
erally with the proviso that their 
regular basic salary, plus the bonus 
shall. not exceed $6,560.

The Government's school 
lunch program, which went into 
effect one year ago, is a war- 
time measure to make sure that 
school children will have a well- 
planned and nutritionally ade- 
quate noon meal. 



ASK FARMERS' HELP IN 
WOODS 

To mobilize farmers on farm 
woodlands and for work in for- 
est industries, the War Produc- 
tion Board, War Food Adminis- 
tration, and War Manpower Com- 
mission have combined forces. 
Farmers and farm workers are 
asked to devote their spare time, 
particularly during the slack 
winter-spring period, to work in 
the woods and woods industries. 
Production of 14 millions cords 
of domestic pulpwood will be nec- 
essary in 1944 to supply the needs 
of our armed forces overseas and 
meet essential home front war 
requirements, according to WPB's 
Paper Division. Farmers have 
nearly 139 mil'ion acres of farm 
woods which annually produce 
about one-third of all forest pro- 
ducts and 38 per cent of the 
country's pulpwood.

A FIGHTING MESSAGE 



It is easy to believe that the 
third wartime menage of the 
President is not a "political bid," 
as it is undoubtedly the most un- 
popular and non-political of all 
of Mr. Roosevelt's demands on 
Congress. The President asks 
Congress for sweeping new pro- 
posals, at the top of which is a 
demand to include practically all 
■en and women in a new nation- 
al service law, "to prevent strikes. 
Other purposes of the message 
mre directed towards carrying out 
subsidy plans and increasing tax- 
ation along the lines heretofore 
demanded by the President, and 
di agreed to by Congress. 

The demand for drastic legisla- 
tion to prevent strikes is a com- 
plete turn-about by the President. 
Since he has been in office he 
has fought every measure offered 
In Congress to enact laws for the 
control of labor unions, and the 
prevention of strikes. He has 
held "executive authority" over 
the unions and his Labor Depart- 
ment and labor agencies have 
usually been held in line to suit 
the wishes of the tops of the 
three big union organizations 
having headquarters in Wash- 
ington. 

The messae is a fighting docu- 
ment inasmuch as the President 
has yielded to the challenge from 
Congress that it should pass laws 
to regulate and prevent strikes. 
That ought to be all right, pro- 
viding Congress passes its own 
laws instead of putting the okeh 
on the recommendations of the 
President. There is universal ap- 
proval of the demands to "pre- 
vent strikes." But there is no 
reasonable connection between 
such a policy if the appendix call- 
ing for drafting every able-bodied 
man and woman is accepted. 



ing men of ours will need sup- 
port. They will get it if*we keep 
our minds on the great aims for 
which the war is being fought. 

They will not get it if we fol- 
low the example of some people 
in our midst who seem to regard 
the war as "an opportunity for 
complainingabout the compara- 
tively mild inconveniences that 
we all must undergo. However, 
we are enduring no hardship that 
can be even remotely compared 
with the very real sacrifices the 
men of the armed forces are mak- 
ing daily.

They have a purpose to fulfill, 
a war to win, and a great offen- 
sive to launch in 1944. It is not 
their offensive only, it is our of- 
fensive too.

Let us have no more complaining.

The New Year begins with 
events on the war front favorable 
to the United Nations.

• • . You'd think their veins ran 
gasoline through an eight cylin- 
der heart and somebody was cut- 
ting off the supply. 

Strangely enough these people 
complain very little about the 
other discomforts of war. They've 
given up sweets without a whim- 
per, they have contented them- 
selves with hoping that last year's 
radio, refrigerator and electric 
range will last the duration; 
they've watched many of the 
luxury goods grow expensive and 
scarce. Personal transportation 
seems to be our Achilles' heel. We 
wonder why this is so. 

Of course there's a good physi- 
cal reason for all this. We'va 
actually forgotten how to walk. 
The old arches and joints are 
sofe instead of supple. We creak 
and groan through the unaccus- 
tomed exercises of our lower 
limbs like a rusty pump. But these 
are only temporary and minor in- 
conveniences. The real trouble 
is that for the first time in a 
generation we're being bound to 
:he narrow confines of our own 
environment and we don't know 
what to do about it. We're like 
a bob-cat in a cage; we don't un- 
derstand it and we don't like it. 

We've been so free to go and 
come that we've become a na- 
tion of escapists. We've never 
had to look an unpleasant situa- 
tion in the face for any longer 
than it took us to ge^ somewhere 
else. We've never had to breathe 
the same air twice or look on the 
same side of the sun any longer 
than it pleased us. 

The President says we are 
fighting for four freedoms. The 
average American prizes a fifth 
freedom too; the right to get up 
and go. 

Well, the war is cutting that 
freedom mighty short. Maybe 
it's a good thing. Maybe we'll 
learn to adjust ourselves to our 
environment instead of trying to 
escape it. Personally, we've stay- 
ed home more since the war be- 
gan than in any time we can re- 
member. And do you know, it 
Isn't such a bad place after all. 



GOVERNOR CALLS FOB UNITY 
CHALLENGE RINGS ON CAPITOL HILL

Virrinia'a motto, "Sic Semper Tyrannis," was given new meaning 
by Governor Colgate W. Darden, Jr., in his opening address to the 
General Assembly of Virginia, when he made a moving plea for unity 
and true freedom, ending his speech with a quotation from William 
Penn, "Men must be governed by God or they will be ruled by ty- 
rants." His challenge rang like the Liberty Bell, firing anew in the 
hearts of his listeners that win to freedom which is the heritage of 
Virginias legislature and her people. 

After an able presentation of the practical matters he proposed 
for action by the legislature, the Governors tone deepened as he said, 
"Although ws have crossed the threshold of a decisive year there is 
around us an ominous lack of unity. Our far-flung fighting forces 
must be supported by an undivided people if we are to win." 

Pointing out that internal weakness is the greatest of all dangers 
the Governor continued, "Nations abroad have gone to dt ruction 
because their people were unable to pull together. That ui^elieva-' 
bl disaster can come to us. As the angry and menacing clouds of 
war gathered over Europe, groups of individuals quarrelled and ca- 
viled as to their due, forgetting or ignoring their responsibilities— 
men insisting upon their rights until the enemy swept away the 
rights of all ... " . 

It was obviously a call not only to the legislators to vote fear- 
lessly for the best interests of all but a reminder to the people to 
conider their responsibility before pushing their rights or urging their 
special interests •

Citizens concerned with the threatening division between gov- 
ernment management and labor, with the widening differences be- 
tween federal and state authority, and with the friction between the 
races, welcomed the truth of Governor Darden's statement, "Unity 
is the very foundation of a people's capacity to wage war. This 
spiritual fortress cannot be reared upon the shifting sands of what 
is popular. It must be bHilt upon the enduring of what is just and 
right." 

Then, with the greatness of trust evinced in so many reports of 
fighting men at the front, the Governor concluded, "I hope that Di- 
vine Providence which in the infancy of this republic directed those 
who shaped its destiny may guide and direct us now. And I trust 
we shall bear in mind the wise admoniition of William Penn, 'Men 
must be governed by God or they will be ruled by tyrants.' " 

A number of the Governor's practical recommendations to the 
legislature will need a will to unity in all the people of the state. 
The proposal of a referendum to vote on a general sales tax is of 
universal interest. Another recommendation to provide for inspec- 
tion of boilers, which subsequently was the first bill put before the 
Senate, was of note to labor and management. Another group of 
workers, some 13,000 State employees were affected by the Governor's 
proposal that the State pay them a war bonus of 15 percent, payable 
monthly provided the added amount does not take the salary beyond 
$6,500.00. 

Among the other recommendations of particular interest to in- 
dustry were for: broadening the industrial insurance law to include 
occupational diseases and to cover workers where as few as three 
are employed; broadening the Unemployment Compensation Act to 
make it apply to employers of four or more instead of eight or more; 
repeal of a statute which enables localities to exempt new industries 
from taxation for a period of five years. 

In Virginia a better spirit prevails In the ranks of industry than 
in some of the less homogenous states of the Union. There have been 
strikes but the top men in management and labor have worked to- 
gether to remove the causes of friction and to keep production mov- 
in. Virginia has been fortunate in her industrial leadership. Man- 
agement has done a superb job. The leaders of the CIO and the 
AF of L have not only fought hard to keep the No-Strike pledge but 
have tried to avoid jurisdictional disputes between themselves. 

So there is real reason to expect industrial cooperation on the 
complicated tax needs and other bills now before the Assembly. The 
Governor was, however, undoubtedly thinking beyond the present 
legislature to the months ahead when selfish groups may seek to 
break up the unity that does exist and to present a deepening of 
this unity. There has lately .been a national rise of charges and 
countercharges that threaten to divide the country. Such accusa- 
tions can only widen the breach. The best answer to selfishness is 
unselfih people with the experience of a change of heart from per- 
onal interest to concern for the nation. 

While industry hums at war pace in Virginia 'the State pours 
out her sons to every battlefront and the workers at home know that 
if they sweat more on the production front their sons and brothers 
will bleed less on the battlefront. Those who build the teamwork 
at home which the boys in the bombers have to have will create the 
unit'" for which the Governor called. 



SOLDIERS WILL GET THE BALLOT 

There has been a lot of discussion about the so-called soldier vote 
bill before Congress, the question being whether the Federal Govern- 
ment or the States should take charge of the program and arrange 

all the details. 

• 

The dispute has been enlivened by ne'"<: from the battlefronts 
all to the effect that men in the service expect to cast their ballots 
in the next Presidential election. Really, it doesn't make much dif- 
ference whether the Federal Government or the States- carry out 
the details. But, there sems to be distinct limitations on the amount 
of mailing matter that can be supplied to the men in the field and 
on the ships. 

Apparently the responsibility rests upon Congress, and as the 
air clears of arguments and controversy it begins to look as though 
the practical way is for the Government to eonduct the election. 
If the States can help, well and good. 

The obligation rests upon the Home Frontr to supply the battle 
fronts with ballots as well as bullets. Methods and means to do it 
will be worked out. That seems to be a settled fact.

For luncheon or a Sunday eve- 
ning treat, you can be pretty sure 
of hitting the right spot if you 
serve deviled potato salad, made 
by mixing cubed cooked potatoes 
with diced cooked frankfurters 
and diced celery, moistened with 
French dressing to which two 
tablespoons of minced onion have 
been added. 

There are many other "differ- 
ent" and flavorsome ways to 
serve potatoes, among them Sa- 
vory Poatoes and Onion, for 
which the service mentioned above 
gives the following tested recipe: 

Savory Potatoes and Onions 

8 medium-sized potatoes 

2 or 3 onions, sliced 

3 tablespoons meat drippings or 
fat 

3 tablespoons flour 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon melted margarine 
1 tall can evaporated milk 
3/4 teaspoon salt 
1-2/3 cups vegetable water i 
1 small can potted meat or 
devilled ham 

4 tablespoons bread crumbs 
Peel and slice potatoes and on- 
ions into saucepan: cover with 
boiling water; boil until almost 
tender; drain, reserving water. 
Place vegetables in buttered bak- 
ing dish. Melt fat; blend in flour 
and seasonings. Add evaporated 
milk deluted with vegetable wa- 
ter; cook, stirring constantly un- 
til thickened. Stir in potted 
meat; pour over potatoes and on- 
ions. Sprinkle with crumbs 
which have been mixed with mar- 
garine. Bake in moderate oven, 
350° F., for 30 minutes or until 
thoroughly heated and lightly 
browned. 4 to 6 servings. (Scraps 
of left-over cooked meat may be 
used in place of potted meat). 

Nutritional experts classify po- 
tatoes as an indispensable staple j 
food.' They are high in carbo- 
hydrates and supply important 
amounts of Vitamin C and iron. ' 
There are lots of them, for all of 
us to eat, or to store for use in 
the later winter months.

CANCER CAN BE CURED 

It is now difinitely known that 

cancer is curable — if it is recog- 
nized and treated in the early 
stages. For the cancer tnat is 
discovered in later stages, there 
is still hope to be found in its 
removal by surgery, or in check- 
ing or destroying it by the use of 
x-rays or radium. But cancer dis» 
covered too late still cannot be 
cured." as early cancer can. 

One of the best safeguards 
agains't letting cancer get a start 
in the body is to have frequent 
physical examinations by your 
doctor. This is especially impor- 
tant after you reach the age of 
40, or if you have such symptoms 
as persistent loss of appetite, ab- 
dominal cramps, rectal bleeding, 
unexplained lumps under the skin 
or skin sores.

COMBAT WASTE 

Food that tastes gopd and has 
been attractively prepared doesn't 
go to waste. 

That's an important point to 
remember in these days when 
"clean your plate" is the order of 
the day in every home that's liv- 
ing up to the nation's wartime 
slogan, "Fopd Fights for Free- 
dom." 

It's a timely point to remember 
about potatoes, for they are the 
most plentiful food item on the 
market, and all of this year's re- 
cord-breaking crop which doesn't 
go into storage must be eaten now 
if spoilage and waste are to be 
defeated. 

But, some homemaker may say, 
my family gets tired of potatoes— 
mashc4, boiled, baked, fried, 
creamed, hashed-brown — however 
I serve them potatoes are still po- 
tatoes, and too many is too much.

"As a group, the self— employed 
are older than wage earners and 
more likely to have families de- 
pendent upon tlfem. Although a 
few self-employed persons derive 
very large incomes from their 
business or profession, before the 
war the proportions in the va- 
rious income brackets were about 
the same as for persons receiving 
wages and salaries; since that 
time, moreover, various wartime 
controls have severely affected 
small businesses. 

"Letters recived by the Board 
indicate that many owners of 
little unincorporated businesses 
look longingly at the protection 
which wage earners have under 
the Social Security Act and other 
social insurance legislation. Of- 
ten they are contributing under 
such laws in behalf of their em- 
ployees while they themselves 
have no adequate means of mak- 
ing provision for their old age or 
assuring the support of their fam- 
ilies if they should die or become 
disabled. Unemployment insur- 
ance, which stems from the sev- 
erance of an employer-employee 
relationship, is less applicable to 
persons who work for themselves, 
and self-employed persons also 
are less likely to suffer measur- 
able losses of income from tem- 
porary illness. In all other res- 
pects, their need for social in- 
surance parallels that of wage 
earners." 

Many self-employed men and 
women, Mr. Hulcher pointed out, 
have closed their business, be- 
cause they were needed by war 
industries or because wartime 
conditions forced them to change 
their way of earning a living. 
Many are building up social in- 
surance protection now in jobs in 
private industry. Unless the law 
is changed, however, they will be 
unable to maintain that protec- 
tion if they return to self -employ- 
ment after the war. In the mean- 
time, they are paying social se- 
curity contributions at the same 
rate as those who expect to con- 
tinue as employees and who will 
receive social security benefits. 

One single comprehensive sys- 
tem of social insurance should be 
established, the Board urges,

GENERAL: The 3,966.000 acres 
of crops harvested by Virginia 
farmers in 1943 was about 1 per 
cent larger than in 1943 and 4 
per cent above the 10-year (1932- 
41) average, according to the fi- 
nd crop check made by the Vir- 
ginia and United States Depart- 
ments of Agriculture. The 1943 
season was a highly variable one 
with most crops being adversely 
affected at some period of their 
growth. Late spring freezes ruin- 
ed all chances for a peach crop, 
causing the lowest production in 
22 years. Apples likewise were 
inJurecFby the spring freezes and 
later T>y drought,' resulting in the 
shortage crop in the 10 years of | 
record on commercial apple coun- 
ties.

Her resources are all compara- 
tively undeveloped and the econ- 
omy of South Africa rests to a 
dangerous degree on*the gold 
mining industry. Industrial de- 
velopment is the smallest of any 
of the continents yet the country 
possesses a wealth of raw mater- 
ials, a potential supply of water 
power, and 100 million Negroes 
who constitute potential man- 
power. Future industrial devel- 
opment depends largely upon the 
creation of that manpower and 
it is here that many difficulties 
must be overcome. Of primary 
importance is the development f 
a sound program of education 
and public welfare.

Colds, grippe and similar ail- 
ments which reached almost epi- 
demic proportions during Decem- 
ber were apparently of the minor 
variety, and were not reflected 
in increased admissions to the 
several major hospitals, accord- 

Iing to he monhly repor released 
yesterday by William R. Lowe, 
managing director of the Tide- 
water Hospital Service Associa- 
tion. 

Lowe, in reporting on admis- 
sions to five Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth hospitals, said a nominal 
increase of 18 patients was re- 
corded last month over December 
1942. He pointed out that the 
small increase could not be at- 
tributed to the flurry of colds 
and grippe which beset both 
communities about that period. 

The report showed that 2S2 
members received 2,173 days of 
hospital treatment during De- 
cember, 1943, at a cost to the 
association of $15,715.50. 

Lowe said the association added 
338 new members to trie roster 
last month, and renewed the 
privileges of an additional 1,354 
members during the period. , At 
present, he said, the association 
offers protection to 27,648 men, 
women and children living on 
this side of Hampton Roads.

INFLUENZA — shorn of its 
Boris Karloff nature by the 
scientists turns out to be merely 
a disagreeable disase which never 
kills its victims but lays millions 
low temporarily. The facts about 
influenza, which doctors now find 
to be a group of diseases instead 
of a disease, are told in the Feb- 
ruary Reader's Digest by Lois 
Mfattox Miller, well-known medi- 
cal commentator, who points out 
that even in the historic epidem- 
ic of 1918, when flu swept the 
world and 21,000,000 victims died 
nobody died from fu, but rather 
from pneumonia and other sec- 
ondary ailments which set in af- 
ter flue had weakened the pa- 
tients. Now, thanks to the sulfa 
drugs and penicillin, pneumonia 
seldom is fatal. 

Medical research, says the Di- 
gest article, having debunked the 
theory that flu is a killer, also 
has debunked the popular beliefs 
that flu runs in 25-year cycles 
and is the inevitable fellow trav- 
eler of war. There always are 
flu cases to be found and In the 
past decade there have been epi- 
demics .every two years. 

It apparently is futile to try 
to escape 'he fu if It is around, 
ays the article. Many people 
are full of flu viruses and don't 
even know it. You might suc- 
cessfully avcid everybody who is 
ill, yet contract the disease from 
somebody who is spreading It 
rlgh.* and left without a single 
sym*>tTn of his own. On the oth- 
•r hand, if you are In a flu ridden 
"lousehcld fnr 72 hours and are 
-vrt sick, the chances are you 
•11! get by scct-free. 

Once yr.u get the flue, it must 
un is course. Medicines may 
makea case of flu more bearable 
Hu: they don't shorten its dura- 
men by a single hour. But pa- 
tients should call 'the doctor for 
two reasons: to diminish suffer- 
ing and to watch for the possibil- 
ity of pneumonia. There Is no 
known cure, however, for flu or 
for any other virus disease. 

The Digest article says that 
the future holds the promise of 
immunization treatments to nip 
| epidemics in the bud. A serum 
method, effective with 9 persons 
out of 10, was first reported by 
a roup of Russian scientists hi 
1940. The serum is made by vac- 
cinating horses or rabbits with 
.human influenza virum. The 
j treatment involves vaporizing the 
' serum and blowing ft once a week 
.into the nose end throat off the 
patient. Now very expensive.

thought of falling and the slim 
possibility %t a malfunction with 
the chute However, I stood up, 
hooked up, and Jumped at the 
command. R so happens that I 
was the first man to Jump, so 
before the command was to be 
given, I had to stand in the door 
for several seconds. I lost all fear 
then— and when I Jumped I was 
surprised to find there is no fall- 
ing sensation at all. In about two 
seconds I felt a helluva Jerk — 
and that beautiful white canopy 
blossomed overhead. It's the most 
glorious sight I've even seen, noth 
ing is prettier than a chute over 
your head at 1,100 ft. in the air. I 
came down in approximately It- 
seconds and made a pretty fair 
landing:; it was soft, but that's 
because the spot was covered with 
swampy soil. I can't begin to 
describe the thrill I got; that win 
be something I'll never be able 
to explain. It was so unhke any- 
thing you, I or anybody who's 
never jumped has or wffl ever ex- 
perience. There was a feeling of 
uncertainty before the chute op- 
ened; and believe me that two 
seconds feels like two hours, but 
after the chute opens there is a 
victorious feeling. I felt that I 
had accomplished the impossible, 
but I didn't do anything because 
the static-line attached to the 
plane opens the chute. I guess I 
felt brave— had a lot of self-con- 
fidence — and considered myself a 
real pioneer; I'd don* something 
out of the ordinary. However, 
after the Jump I realized I was 
only one of thousands who have 
done the very same thing. After 
five Jumps. I can frankly say Tm 
no better than anybody else as 
far as the paratroops are con- 
cerned. • 

It would be silly for me to say 
the second, third, fourth and 
fifth jumps were the same. No 
two jumps are alike. I hit hard 
the second — and almost on a ba- 
by pig. I hurt my knee on the 
third, but it was all right in a 
matter of hours. On the fourth* 
I made a poor exit from the 
plane, did about two flips, and 
got a bad opening shock which 
almost tore me apart. The fifth 
was at night— incidentally, I've 
just made it— and though I had 
an easy opening shock, I couldn't 
see the ground and landed in a

OPA emphasized that it does 
not mean that all women's shoes 
priced at $3 and less are auto- 
matically removed from ration- 
ing. It simply means certain 
types of slow-moving stocks, if 
the dealer does not charge 
than $3 a pair.
